important item for the Irrigation 
farmer to bear in mind in consid 
ering his irrigation 
wheat, is to apply the first irriga 
tion before the crop shows signs 
of needing water. 

The advice in regard to alfall: 
is that it should all be irrigated in 
the fall or early May of the follow 
ing spring unless an unusually wet 
fall or wet spring is experienced 
If May is dry another application 
of water when the crop is about 12 
inches high is desirable. if the 
Season continues dry a third appli 
cation of water before or jusi at 
ter cutting may be required In 
general one irrigation for each cul 
ting is required 

With sugar beets the 
tonnage. nearly 18 tons per acre 
Was secured by fall irrigation fol 
lowed by either 2 or 3 irrigations, 
beginning from 2 to 6 weeks after 
thinning thd crop and continuing 
at intervals of 2 to 4 weeks 

In general sugar beets require a 
late irrigation and must not sufte: 
for water at anytime or the sugar 
contents may be reduced. Th? su 
gar beets were only under test 
during three years during which 
the sugar contents ran from 15% 
to over 18%. 

In commenting on this report 
OMe can say that it contains a loi 
of very practical and valuable in 
formation. The sugar bem growers 
in the Raymond District received 
$7.00 per ton for their beets with 
additional payments for high sug- 
ar content and a bonus on a slid 
ing scale moving with the price of 
sugar. The year before the extra 
payments brought the total to 
$8.15 per ton. The actual field cost 
of raising beets in that district 
was about $35.00 per acre. of which 
$23.00 per acre is for the hand 
labor. 

The Raymond Factory is said 
have sliced 62,000 tons of beets 
from the 1929 crop but the average 
yield per acre in the district war 
less than 10 tons. Sugar beets 
should follow alfalfa on land pre 
pared for furrow irrigation so that! 
a large and profitable crop mav be 
harvested. A yield of from 1 to 
15 tons per acre should be had on 
well prepared fertile land 

Many farmers in the older hee 
districts secure 16 to 20 tons 0’ 
beets per acre by rotating ther 
crops and manuring for the ser 
ond and third crop of beetr 

Alfalfa and sugar beets with the 
necessary livestock are the found 
ation on which the prosperity 0° 
many irrigation districts in tn 
Rocky Mountain States has been 
built.

DRIED SUGAR 
BEET PULP 


—e— 
Dried sugar beet pulp, a by-pro 
duct of the sugar beet industry, is 
engaging the increasing atention ot 
Canadian farmers, owing to tle 
demand that has recently sprung 
up for it as feed for the dairy cow. 
Not many years ago, it wag con- 
sidered enough if the farmer keep 
ing cows for dairy purposes provi- 
ded them with plenty of grains 
such as he could easily obtain and 
Armed them out to pasture in sea: 
son. Little thought was given to 
the elfect of various foods on the 
cow's health or milk productivity, 
and still less to balamcing them in 
correct proportions in order to give 
the cow the tood elements which 
scientific investigation has shown 
to be necessary.

When 
it is realized that dred beet pulp 
is simply the natural root, shrea- 
ded clean and pure, with only the 
sugar und water extracted, its pos- 
sibilities can be better appreciated. 
In the sugar factory the beets are 
thoroughly washed and then shred- 
ged and placed in large cylinders 
or celis. Pure water is admitted 
and the sugar is soaked out by a 
process of diffusion, This liquor is 
drawn off and the pulp is conve)- 
ed at once to the dryer. The dry- 
ing process lasts less than ap hour 
and as fast as the pulp come from 
the machine it ig placed in sacks 
and is ready for shipment. It can 
be kept indefinitely and, being de- 
livered in a dry form, it takes up 
litle room for storage. 
Dried beet pwp has been on the 
market during the past twenty 
years and up to the last five years 
& considerable proportion of tne 
out pul has been exported to tne 
United States. Now, however, Can 
adian dairymen and stock raisers 
@re gradually appreciating the aa 
Vanlages it possesses as feed, ana 
it is estimated that at present 
rather less than 25 per cent gpes 
to the States. It has found favor in 
Quebec and in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and Ontario and western 
Canadian farmers are Using it with 
satisfactory results.
